3. THE LI BRARY FOR THE BLI ND AND PHYSI CALLY HANDI CAPPED has been designated by the Library of Congress as the regional library
for the blind and physically handi capped of | owa. It provides reading nmaterial in alternative nedia to borrowers,

di stributes and repairs playback equi pnent used by borrowers, transcribes training material for vocational rehabilitation
clients, and serves as an instructional materials center by transcribing textbooks into Braille or recorded form for
students in kindergarten through post secondary educational prograns throughout the state.
4. The Departnent nakes avail abl e special tools, devices, and aids and serves as a central source of supply for such itens
useful to the blind. These itens are sold at cost, or provided to those unable to pay.
5. Aregister of all known blind persons in the state is nmmintained and updated as mandated by the Code of |owa.

To provi de conprehensive vocational rehabilitation service to eligible disabled Ilowans through the provision of diagnostic,
eval uati on, counseling, placenment, training, nmaintenance, transportation and physical restoration services. This provision of
service will result in lowans achieving their enployment, independence and econonic goals.

By federal law, once an eligible client is on the casel oad; he/she nust receive the full range of VR services necessary to work
toward his/her enployment goal. \While services actually used vary fromindividual to individual, the services needed by each
client must be provided. Consequently Case Services and Rehabilitation Services are inextricably linked in the delivery of
servi ces and goal achievenent.
CASE SERVI CES:
Case service funds are necessary to pay for services such as nmedical exans; vocational evaluation; physical and nenta
restoration, including physical therapy, psychotherapy, hearing and prosthetic devices, and other restorative services;
tuition, travel and maintenance support for training and educational and vocational courses in university, area school and
on-the-job settings; occupational |icenses and tools for job placenent, and attendant care - those servcies that will enable
persons with disabilities to achieve and nmaintain suitable enpl oyment.
REHABI LI TATI ON SERVI CES BUREAU.
Vocat i onal counseling and placement services are the nost fundanmental of all services provided to persons with disabilities
by this agency. A Rehabilitation Counselor works with each individual to develop and inplenent a plan (Individual Plan for
Enmpl oynment). The plan details the services necessary for the individual to overcone the problems caused by the disability
and becone enpl oyed. The Counsel or provi des counseling and coordi nati on of services throughout the rehabilitation process.
In addition, DVRS works with comunity based service providers to devel op and inprove quality of needed services; to devel op
and nmanage cooperative funding agreenents in which the partner agencies provide match dollars for funding; to nake sure
servi ces necessary for Vocational Rehabilitation of individuals with disabilities are avail able and provided; and to assure
that Federal and State contractual requirenents are net. Also included are related clerical, supervisory and office costs
ADM NI STRATI VE SERVI CES BUREAU

Adm ni stration includes the developnment, maintenance and wutilization of financial, budget, personnel and payroll
statistical and operation nanagenment systens; program planning, devel opment and eval uation; property and inventory control
supply aquisition and distribution; records nanagenment; internal nmmiling and comunications systens; and building
mai nt enance.

I NSERVI CE

The training unit is responsible for assisting management to assure that all personnel are adequately trained to perform
their current duties, adapt quickly and accurately to programmati ¢ and procedural changes and that a reservoir of talent and
know edge exists in the staff to respond to new needs. Responsibilit y for conpliance with federal conprehensive system of
Per sonnel Devel opnent requirenents is al so housed here. These funds are used to increase the capabilities of our staff to
neet the needs of our disabled clients.

and two to represent the public-at-large. The allocation for the State O |lowa General Fund is divded equally among the seven
Li brary Service Areas.

Working in close partnership with the State Library/Di vision of Libraries and in cooperation with other support agencies, the
Li brary Service Areas provide support services to libraries in lowa: "Library service areas are established..

a. to provide supporting services to libraries, including, but not Ilimted to, consulting, continuing education, and
interlibrary loan and reference services to assure consistency of service statewide, and to encourage |local financia
support for library services." (HF637,2001 session)

Each Area tailors its prograns to best neet the needs of the local libraries wthin its service area, helping Ioca
libraries inmprove service to their customers. Local librarians, trustees, and government officials utilize the the
Li brary Service Areas' consulting services for professional expertise on library nanagenent and operations. In our

fast-changi ng, technol ogy-rich world, the Library Service Area's consulting services are essential to the continued
devel opnent of lowa's libraries

The Regi aonal Libraries, and now the Library Service Areas, continue to change with the changing information needs of
lowans. |In the 1980's and 1990's the Regional Library Systemshifted its enphasis to the need for continuing education
and consulting. Now Library Service Area staffs are spending their tine on training and teaching librarians how to
manage |ibraries that nmeet the needs of today's |owans, including the rapid changes and opportunities of technol ogy.

Few local libraries have the personnel or funding to offer internal staff development opportunities. Li brary staff
depend on wor kshops sponsored by Library Service Areas to strengthen skills to neet lowan's information needs, and to
meet requirements of the State Library's certification program Mreover, local |Iibrary boards are made up of Ilay
citizens committed to maintaining and inproving the quality of libraries they govern. Public library trustees need nore
information about |ibrary operations and professional practices. Frequent and easy access to training for trustees is
essential in library planning and deci si on-nmaki ng

No library in the state can, w thout outside resources, provide all the information and materials that their custoners
want and need. The SILO interlibrary |loan systemallows many local libraries to nanage mnuch of their own in-state
interlibrary loan but the Library Service Areas train librarians in the use of that system and provide these services to
|ibraries who cannot use the system because they do not have Internet access. The Areas also coordinate borrowing of
materials fromlibraries in the other states.

Free access to information is the right of every |lowan. Budget constraints, however, often make it difficult for 1|oca
libraries to provide adequate reference materials for their customers. The Library Service Areas' information service
provi des custoners access to specialized referenced naterials of larger libraries, as well as access to professiona
reference librarians who help with their conpl ex questions.

The Library Service Areas have no taxing authority; their funding is state appropriation. This appropriation must cover
sal aries and benefits, rental of facilities, and all of other operating expenses of each Library service Area

The board is
given by statute the authority to "Have and exercise all the power necessary and convenient for the effective admnistration of
its office and of the institutions under its control..." In addition, it is given many specifically enunmerated powers. The Board
of Regents consists of nine nenbers appointed on a bi-partisan basis for six-year terns. The terns are staggered wth three
appoi nt mrents being made every two years by the Governor with approval of two thirds of the Senate.

Busi ness and Finance: This unit coordinates all matters of business and finance for the Board of Regents, including the review

The UHC in concert with the
U of | health sciences colleges, functions in support of health care professionals and organizations in lowa and other states
by: 1) Ofering a broad spectrumof clinical services to all patients cared for within the Center and through its outreach
prograns; 2) Serving as the primary teaching hospital for the University; and 3) Providing a base for innovative research to
improve health care. The U HC Indigent Patient Care Programis partially funded by an appropriati on under Code of lowa Chapter
255. The U HC assumes full financial risk for this population of |owans who are identified by their home counties as having no
neans to pay for nedically necessary care and who do not qualify for other state or federal prograns. For an annual fixed
appropriation, the U HC provides transportation, |odging, meals, medical and dental care, social and psychiatric services and
pharnmaceuti cal s needed to render care throughout the year. There is no appropriation for physician services rendered to these
patients.
SU HOSPI TALS AND CLI NI CS
Pr of essi onal Services and Health Sci ence Education enconpass the professional disciplines of Gaduate Medical Education,
Nur si ng, Pharmacy, Social Service, Rehabilitation Services, Respiratory Care, Cinical Laboratory Technology, Radiologic
Technol ogy, and others. University Hospitals al so services as the clinical education training base for 44 health science
student educational prograns. These include post-graduate prograns sponsored by the University Hospitals in all nedical and
dental residency training specialties, undergraduate and predoctoral progranms provided by the University Health Science
col | eges, and several health care professional and technical training progranms provided under the auspices of ten hospita
departnents and five clinical services. Patients and visitors benefit fromperform ng and visual arts exhibits, a patient
library, a nedical nmuseum internet access, gift shop and cafeteria.

The Dietary unit provides neals for patients, visitors and staff nenbers. Mdre than half of all neals served to patients are
special diets prescribed by the clinic staff. Dietary instructions are provided for individual patients while they are
hospitalized and for hone use in keeping with appropriate followup therapy. Conducts and sponsors an Anerican Dietetic
Associ ation-approved Dietetic Internship Program which provides training necessary for certification as registered
dietitians. Patient Fiscal and Registration services processes inpatient admssions and outpatient visit registrations.

Bills patients and third party payers for both hospital charges and professional fees and collects nearly 93% of the
hospital's revenue through these sources. The Hospital's Tel ecomuni cations Service provides the technical support for
voi ce, data, and video services throughout the facility as well as resources to enhance comunications between comunity
physi cians and University Hospital Cinic staff, data communication |lines and the conventional incom ng and outgoing phone
service. The Housekeeping, Safety, and Security services unit maintains an aseptically clean environnent on an
around-the-cl ock basis I n areas which now enconpass nore than 3.3 million gross square feet of space. This service also
provides for in-house material novenent and refuse renmpval and di sposal. Provides around-the-clock coverage for interna

security, fire safety, entrance traffic control and special services to assist handi capped and other patients in entering or
departing fromthe hospital or parking their vehicles. This service also provides an extensive fire safety training program
to all hospital staff nenbers annually.

The admi nistrative staff provides institutional |eadership and operational direction to hospital departnments and wunits and
managenment support for the clinical services. The chief of each clinical service is responsible for overall supervision of

PSYCHI ATRI C HOSPI TAL:
The full-time clinical faculty and clerical support is charged with the responsibility for directing graduate nmedica
education prograns through clinical supervision and instruction. Such prograns concern nedical students in the College of
Medi ci ne and psychiatric residents who are being trained to becone specialists in the field of adult and child psychiatry.
I nstructional nethods include classroomteaching, rounds, seninars, reading conferences, audiovisual presentations and
personnel supervision.

Housekeeping and
safety and security services provide round-the-clock service to ensure an aseptically clean environment; inhouse nateria
and equi pnent nmovenent; waste and trash disposal; and, a safe environment for patients and staff through full security
coverage and ongoing fire safety prograns. Plant operations and nai ntenance assures that the building is properly naintai ned
and that all plant operating systens are functioning in a reliable and safe fashion.

Services are provided on both an outpatient and inpatient basis by staff fromthirteen professional departnents; dentistry,
education, medicine, nursing, nutrition, occupational therapy, physical therapy, psychology, recreation, rehabilitation
engi neering, social services, and speech pathol ogy and audi ol ogy. Exanples of the categories of disabilities and health
i mpai rnments served are cerebral pal sy, nental retardation, nyel odyspl asia and behavi or di sorders. In addition to health
care, nanagenent of disabilities of ambulation, daily |living, communication skills, education and famly consulation
services are provided. Services are coordinated wth patients' community-based prograns, and training and technica
assi stance is provided to staff of those prograns.

Special nedically prescribed diets are prepared as needed and nutritional planning is incorporated in the treatnent plan
process. Dietary services are routinely provided to all patients.

The housekeepi ng departnent is concerned with sanitation and safety. Laundry and custodial services support the genera
housekeepi ng needs of the facility in a systematic and orderly fashion.

Program and service units are supported by an admnistrative structure that provides executive planning and fisca
managenent focusing on clinical program devel opnent, facility needs, operations and resource allocation through a system of
assessnent that establishes priorities.

A buil ding services system focuses on plant operations, naintenance and safety. The departnent additionally coordinates the
pl anni ng and acconpl i shnent of captial devel opment projects.

BUDGET UNIT'S STATED GOALS:

The Oakdal e Research Canpus is one of the primary physical locations where interactions wth off-canpus constituencies are
devel oped. Oakdale will, to an increasing degree, be a place where technology transfer takes place via sem nars and synposia in
Cakdal e Hal |, business start-ups in the Technol ogy I nnovation Center (TIC), research and devel opnent collaborations wth the
private sector in TIC and in the Cakdal e Research Park (ORP) and in-residence prograns of short to nediumduration at the Center
for Advanced Studies. To a considerable extent OCakdale will be the focus of many of the contributions to econonmc devel oprment
that are coordinated by the Ofice of the Vice President for Research, including support of faculty spin-off conpanies and

conpanies recruited to develop University intellectual property through licensing agreenments. In general, the Oakdale Canpus
al so continues to provide the facilities and environnent to accommodate University-related research, educational and service
prograns. |n addition to many outreach health service prograns, canpus resources are devoted to a host of nmnultidisciplinary

educational programs. Specifically, (1) the Oakdal e Canpus continues to provide facilities for University Hospitals' Chemical
Dependency Center, although, in general, the mission of the Oakdal e Canmpus has been diversified froma provider of patient care
into a University of lowa research and educational conplex, (2) the University Hygienic Laboratory is being centralized in
facilities on the CGakdal e Campus, (3) the Cakdale resources are being used to provide flexibility for the University to
i mpl ement and devel op new technol ogi cally innovative prograns which are needed and unobtai nable at the present tine. All
devel opments will be designed to integrate and anal gamate the Cakdal e Canpus with the nmain University Canpus in a systematic
manner thereby optimzing the resources in accordance with CHAPTER 1147 66TH G A

OAKDALE CAMPUS:

Cakdal e adninistration is guided by the U Strategic Plan, particularly the goals of the Ofice of the Vice President for
Research. The admi ni stration provi des executive and financial nmanagenent for the allocation of resources and facilities
under the guidelines of the Vice President for Research. The Business Ofice maintains the budgeting and accounting for all
inconme and expenditures in accordance with accepted accounting principles wthin the University's Financial Managenent
System Cakdal e provides services including transportation, comrunication, library services, and intercanpus conputer
capabilities to integrate the Oakdal e Canpus as a vital component of the University main canpus. These services enable
prograns to function in congruence with associated prograns on the nmain canpus. Plant Operations provide maintenance for the
vari ous Oakdal e Research facilities and the upkeep of the 80-acre canpus. An effort is made to provide a conducive
envi ronment for progranms from | aboratory services and health care to business operations and research. The Oakdale Canpus
provides its own steamand water utilities with the production, maintenance and distribution of these wutilities being a
joint effort with the main campus Physical Plant. The Housekeeping and Security Program naintains the nearly 400,000 plus
square feet of facilities on the Oakdal e Research Canpus. Fire protection and security are provided on a 24-hour basis in a
mut ual effort between the University and | ocal municipalities.

The lowa High Risk Infant Followup Program identifies the developnental and special health needs of infants at
devel oprmental risk, provides consultation to |ocal providers, coordinates referrals to appropriate agencies, provides
support to parents, and facilitates the famlies' use of community resources.

The Conprehensive Cancer Program provi des comunity-based care coordination for pediatric patients diagnosed, or at risk for
cancer.

This Registry is part of the National Cancer Institute's (NCI) Surveillance, Epidem ology, and End Results (SEER) Program The

obj ectives of the Registry are: 1) assenbling and editing cancer incidence, nortality, and followup data anmpbng Iowans and
reporting these data to the NCI; 2) nonitoring annual trends in cancer incidence and nortality; 3) providing information on

changes over time in extent of disease at diagnosis, trends in therapy, and associated changes in patient survival; and 4)
pronoting and conducting studies designed to identify factors anenable to cancer prevention and control. The Registry has 60
enpl oyees (about 45 FTEs), one-third of whom conprise a field staff that resides in communities throughout |owa. Cancer becane a
reportable disease in lowa in April of 1982, by anendnent to the |owa Code, Subrules 641-1.2(1) - "Reportable D seases." The
|l owa Departnent of Public Health has designated responsibility for cancer data collection to the Registry. The lowa Registry is
funded primarily through a contract with the NCI. 1In 1987, NCI nmandated that a portion of funding for the Registry be obtained
from non-federal sources such as the state of lowa. Since 1991, the state of |owa has contri buted between 5% and 10% of the
total annual budget. The lowa Registry is receiving about $2.76 mllion fromthe NCI in the current annual contract. If the

Regi stry continues to receive about $210,000 per year fromthe state of lowa, our level of support from non-federal sources will
be about 7.6% which is well below the average of 19% reported to us by the NCI. Therefore, the requested increase in funding
for FY 2002 and FY 2003 would bring the Registry closer to the average of other NCI- supported registries. These funds would
al so position the state of lowa support to nore closely coincide with support provided by other states for their cancer
registries. In short, this increase will enable the University and the state of lowa to remain conpetitive for funding provided
by the NCI to maintain this inportant state and national resource.

The Consortiumfacilitates nultidisciplinary and nmultiorginizational research and evaluates substance abuse prevention and
treatnent efforts in the state of lowa. Research and evaluation efforts involve practitioners in treatnent and prevention,
state agency representatives, governnment policynakers, and researchers frominstitutions of higher education. The Consortiums
Advi sory Board includes representatives fromthe University of lowa, University of Northern lowa, lowa State University, state
departnents of Public Health, Education, Public Safety, Correction and Human Services, and representatives fromlocal substance
abuse service agencies. The Consortiumis currently housed on the University of lowa's Oakdale canmpus. Funding wll ensure
continuation of the Consortiunms unique capacity for interdisciplinary alcohol and drug research in |owa. Projects include
eval uati ng substance abuse treatment progranms, evaluating the effectiveness of managed care, and assessing which | owans can nost
benefit from substance abuse prevention efforts. Results were widely dissemnated on how nany lowans are alcohol or drug
dependent and in need of treatnent services, on the effectiveness of lowa's drunk driver curriculum and on the efficacy of a
prison-based cognitive treatment programfor parole violators. These results were distributed to state and federal agency
officials who are involved with substance abuse issues, as well as with staff in other states nationwide who are doing needs
assessnent. Additionally, these results were shared through witten reports and oral presentations at professional neetings
statewide. Public interest in these findings was so strong that Consortium staff hosted several news conferences to discuss
their inmpact. The Consortium continues to attract considerable federal funding for projects in lowa. The Consortiumis linmted
inits ability to develop many new inter- disciplinary projects with federal, state, and |ocal agencies however, because its
infrastructure support Is linmted alnost entirely to the present special appropriation. Continuation of the core functions for

the Consortium s multidisciplinary and multiorgani zational efforts will be needed during FY2002. The consortium wll continue
its mssionof facilitating conmunication and col | aborative research activity between individuals and organi zaitons state- wide.
It will continue to maintain involvenent in eval uating substance abuse prograns, advising state officials and the |egislature on

policy issues, training students and nmentoring junior faculty in research, and education faculty in the field through
newsl etters, sem nars, and conferences sponsored by the Consortium and ot hers.

Bi ocat al ysi s/ bi oprocessi ng technol ogi es are necessary to inplenent "biotechnol ogy" based approaches to solve the problens in
agricultural, chemical, nutritional and pharmaceutical industries. The University of lowa, through its Biocatalysis Research
Group, has assenbl ed an experienced and multidisciplinary faculty cluster with broad expertise 1in biocatalysis/bioprocessing

The group is recognized for its individual and collective scientific talent as evidenced by the high degree of success in
securing extranural support for its research--nore than $12 million annually. Collectively, the Center represents one of the
strongest clusters of scientists, |aboratory personnel, graduate and postdoctoral students in the area of biocatalysis and
bi oprocessing in the United States. The Center for Biocatalysis and Bioprocessing (CBB) serves as the primary contract
research facility for biocatalysis and bioprocessing in the state of lowa. Laboratories in the CBB are an essential link in the
technol ogy transfer mission of the University of lowa. These |aboratories provide unmatched fernentation, biocatalysis and
bi oprocessing facilities and equi pnent for the conduct of multidisciplinary industry/acadenic research. The pilot plant- scale
bi oprocessing | aboratory is capable of bringing research findings fromthe bench through the first stages of scale-up necessary
for industrialization. These unsurpassed facilities are attracting significant funding and interactions from among industries
and foundations throughout the world. They enable the CBB to function conpetitively in fulfilling its goals and obligations to
bring industrial interactions to the state of lowa. A variety of nechanisnms help establish relationships between acadenic
scientists and their industrial counterparts. The CBB has worked within the University of Jlowa and assists the IDED in
devel opi ng i ndustrial relationships. The CBB has encouraged ongoing contracts with corporations within lowa, the United States
and internationally. Last year nore than 70 conpanies utilized the CBB s vast technical resources and funded 15% of the CBB's
research and contract activities. Industries are attracted to nmjor biotechnology centers in other states such as Pennsyl vani a,
M chi gan, Wsconsin, Mryland, Mnnesota and California through matchi ng-fund incentives. To encourage industrial interaction
and to fully utilize the bioprocessing |arge-scale fernmentation | aboratory, the CBB nust nmaintain a conpetitive and viable
mat chi ng-fund base. Funding for the Technol ogy Transfer Industrial Research and Devel opment Program enables the CBB to conti nue
its aggressive industrial outreach efforts, to significantly |leverage industrial interactions within our state, to broaden the
scope of the work done, and to help lowa industry reduce the tine to introduce new products and processes into the narketplace.
In keeping with a nmission of recruiting industrial interaction with the state of lowa, funding in this budget is dedicated to
support and encourage coll aborative research projects anbng investigators in biocatalysis and bioprocessing from industry and
the CBB. Cost sharing assistance dedicated to industrial research and devel opment projects will be wused to partially match
industrial support. These funds support initial contacts with industry (to identify the scope of a specific project), entice
conpanies to lowa for their research and contract needs, and foster projects that are of nutual interest and which pronote
long-termcontractual relationships and industrial partnerships. Further aggressive efforts to foster industrial interactions
involve the pursuit of a National Science Foundation-Science and Technol ogy Center grant for nore than $14 million to |everage
state of lowa funding together with the other federal and industrial funding of the CBB

The purpose of the lowa Birth Defects Registry is to nonitor the types and frequency of birth defects within the state of [|owa.

Devel opnent of a nethod to nmonitor birth defects in lowa began in 1979. |In 1983, the Ilowa General Assenbly established the
Birth Defects Registry (Chapter 23 of the lowa Code). A pilot registry program operating in 23 lowa counties, began at that
time. Birth defects rank as the | eading cause of nortality in full-termnewborn babies in the US. lowa's overall birth defect
rate is approximately 5% Currently, lowa is one of only frombirth and death certificates. The state of lowa has taken a
| eadership role in birth defects surveillance and has served as a nodel to other states as they establish simlar prograns.

Registry activities are integrated and fully consistent with the College of Medicine' s enphasis on public health. The goals of
the registry are: Create and maintain a statew de system of collection of frequency and types of birth defects. Mnitor the
occurrence and type of birth defects with respect to geographic distribution and characteristics of the comunity and sources of
environmental factors. Provide information to the lowa departments of Public Health, Education, and Human Services for the
enhancenment of program planning. Supply data to the Centers for Disease Control and other agencies which facilitate the
devel oprment of sophisticated anal ytic nethods to better determ ne genetic and environnental contributions to birth defects. This
year, the Registry is in the last year of an $800, 000 per year award, fromthe Centers for Disease Control and Prevention for
t he purpose of establishing "Centers of Excellence in the Research and Prevention of Birth Defects". lowa received this award
because of its established statew de surveillance systemand its previous collaborative research with the CDC. However, at the
end of fiscal year (1996- 1997), funding to maintain the surveillance aspects of this program ended. Because the CDC is very
clear that this new noney is targeted to research activities and not for surveillance, the need to secure state support is nore
crucial than ever to retain the Registry's excellent standing with CDC and as a national |leader in this field. The recent CDC
funding is targeted to the devel opnent of research techniques and nultidisciplinary collaborative studies wth researchers at
the University of lowa, the |lowa Departnment of Public Health and other |ocal investigators, as well as contributing to nationa

and international research projects. Currently, the Registry receives no state funding. lowa is the only one of the seven
active surveillance programs in the nation that does not receive sone state support for its Registry. Historically, support for
the Registry has cone fromboth state and federal sources. The states of New York, Mssachusetts, Texas and California received
simlar awards for the purpose of establishing "Centers of Excellence in the Research and Prevention of Birth Defects.” Al have
state sponsored financial support for surveillance of birth defects. The lowa Birth Defects Registry is available to health care
adm ni strators, educators, service providers and researchers as an information source. For exanple, the Registry can provide
rates for specific types of birth defects in geographic areas of interest and conpare themto overall state and national rates.
Regi stry data from 1983 can be used to nonitor trends in popul ation characteristics such as maternal age, birth weight, or
urban/rural residence. The Registry currently provides support to state prograns such as the Maternal and Child Health Block
Grant, state educational support services, the Ofice of Disability Prevention in the |owa Department of Public Health and data
collection and anal ysis conducted by the Center for Health Effects of Environnental Contamination. Loss of registry functions
woul d weaken federally funded research progranms in birth defects prevention, genetics and environnental health. Addi tional ly,
new research initiatives on birth defects and the human genone rely heavily on the Registry's data. Under the terns of the CDC
contract, the CDC funds nmay only be used to support research and are dependent on an intact surveillance system Ther ef or e,
state support to maintain the surveillance systemis particularly critical at this point.

Recreational and famly life prograns offer the opportunities to develop skills which lead to greater enjoynent of life.

Qutreach services: to provide services to other school prograns throughout the State, in cooperation with the AEAs and the
State Department of Education, that enable blind and visually disabled students to benefit from programs other than the
residential school in Vinton.
